The fiolutlon of a jfroafc prohlem ir.variahly re.stn upon calcula- 
tions of 80 profounrl a nature, as to ,,!-.;j,-,ify the limiterl vision of 
thc average man. Rnrh is undoubtedly the case in the. field of 
Science. Such fii.Ho, i.H {generally thc case with international pro- 
blonriH. One, becornes satiated v/5th the daily new.npaper dispatches 
in v/hich the reporter in order to deacrihe. each tiny .Htep in the 
prog^reaK of aorne political event, rtins the ;^amut of ever/ word 
and phra.'^ of hia aatonishin;? vocabulary. Small wonder r,hat these 
diKIo-itche,-!. are no sooner read than forgotten. It was really only 
after the late v/ar v/aa over, that rriO?.t of u.=. were able to settle 
!dov.-n and concentrate our attention upon the disturbing elements 
which pri':'-.! pi f ated the ?reat ca.ta.^trophe. 

Thij,-; it i- tha' nine out of t>in people are .^111 blandly inquir- 
ing a.s to whar, I.ocarno .itanda for, and whether or not it i.<? bttt 
another strand added to the ever-expanding web of European 
diplomacv. Th«: an.swer to thi.=!. it i.^ hoped, ^ï^ill be found below. 
For the purpo.% of this diaaertation ia to aet forth clearly aiid 
concisely the significance of the aettlercenta made at the Con- 
ference of Locarno. They do indeed con.stitute a 21 :r, man and 
as .such, should be included in his rejoicing; oviy; the happy cele- 
brations of Christmas. 

V.V; all remember '.ho.-e tense day.? of August 1914. when bs- 
fore our bewildered gaze there rose the menacing spectre of a 
terrific struggle. The carefully prepared weapon.= of Tetr.on in- 
génu i'.v had been un.-.heathed for conquest. But though the actual 
conquest wrought unparalleled dévastation, it was t:he utterance 
of the German Chancellor as he stoc-i brooding over the fast ex- 
piring likimatum of Great Britain, that proved rXv- greatest ob- 
stacle in the way of all subsequent efforts to settle amicably t;he 
trouble.^ of Europe. Von Bethmann-Hollweg turned to the British 
Ambassador who was present at the time and with expression 

of angr:,^ disappointment said bitterly: '* just for a'word 

neutraiit.v — just for a scrap of paper, Great Britain is going co 
make war." 

This was the first cloud-speck that appeared ov=r the horizon 
01 Germany's serene vision of a quick and dazzling victory. It 
grew, dilated, and extended in a vast arc dipping its estreniities 
in the ether brc-yond the two coles of the earth, until all the world 
became engulfed in the ragged mantle of annihilating conflict. 
The ship of Humanity had struck the mine of Imperial A,mbition 
and mankind still remains shuddering from the shock of the ex- 
plosion. For the black cloud of war which developed so rapidly 
only dissolved into air after a decade of agonized suffering. When 
the siin set on Sera,jevo in the Balkans in 1914 the world was 
destined to wait eleven years before it rose, unblemished, on a 
little to^^•n in th-j Alps. The town was Locarno and here for the 
first time th<? .*uare.smen of Euixipe met with goodwill on every 
hand and a si;icere resolve to smooth out the difficulties of their 
hitherto hostile countries. 

There had been many previous attempts to build an enduring 
potice in Europe bur each one had failed o.^: :h<; threshold of 
achievement becaus<e of the cynicisnj of the multitude. Statesmen 
had many times concluded far-reaching agreements, but the pres- 
ont.'ition tn" these to 'pe -latio:-,-; on whom ratification depended, 
only drew forth concempc aud cries of "a scrap of paper!" were 
'.nirlod into the teeth of the ministers. When President Wilson 
returned to the United States in 1919 and held up for approval 
hi.s loiirtce.n poinr.<, he. was submervred in a wave, of bitterness. The 
phrase, 'a scrap of paper" had defeated htm. In Canada too. and 
Kiislatul and France, fear and distrust were so deeply rooted,

Yet we sometimes forget, in our rush and bustle, the first 
Christmas nearly two thousand years ago in the little village of 
Bethlehem, when tho Christ-child was born to a woe-ridden 
world. The passing of ihe centuries has not sen'ed to lessen His 
■ influence and to-day many thousands in all parts of the world 
are proud to be called -by His name.. More and more the spirit 
of love rather than hate, and of gi\ang rather than, getting is 
malcing itself felt, though at times the forces of evil succeed in 
breaking through and shattering the peace of the nations. 

Though the present traditions of Christmas are- old ones, 
it . seems that it was only by a coincidence that the day of célébra- 
lotion became a fixed one. It might easily have been, like East«r, 
a movable festival. Until about the third centurj' it.-is, believed 
ibat the sixth of January was the day on which the'-birth ' of 
Christ was remembered ; but at that time the influence of Roman 
Kicustoms combined with other forces to settle the' date as it. is 
'*mow, and such it has remained. 

There is no place to which we can look for a more delight 
. fifl observation of the Yuletide than to Merrie England. We 
.•^ Shave only to pick up our Dickens to find accounts of the pleas- 
^iarii; ways in which it was customary for all to celebrate. Mas- 
ter and servants joined in the revels, which lasted for some 
. iime; if the weather was seasonable, there would be skating and 
raiding, ^iie in the evenings the family would gaiher around 
the blazing hearth and sing the old songs or listen to a ghost 
story. 

Such are a few of the thoughts that are in our mind as the 
presses wait for the Chirstmas copy. Probably we have not 
" stated them as we would have liked to see them expressed ; but 
one thing, at least we can says very clearly:— To all our readers 
we wish a very merry Christmas, and a New Year filled with 
happiness.

She renounced all intention of nt- 
tonipting lo rooovor Abaoo and Iiorrnine which had been awarded 
lo France by the Treaty of Ver.saille.s. This at lea.st waH something 
lo work on, .md when A\Ks(en Chamberlain, the Foreign Secrc- 
lary of Great Britain, proclaimed in bin opening apnech tho deep 
rriondliness and equality of those asHembled, u firm and trtist* 
worthy basis for di.scu.ssion wa-s established. 

In the ncgotialioni^ that; followed between Great Britain, 
Franco. Belgitmi. Germany. Italy, Poland and O.ccho-Slovakia, 
.seven treaties were formulated which it is hojied, have gunrnnteed 
the iio;ice of F.uropc for many generations to conie. Certain it i.s 
that tho recurrence of those, profouncl nii.sculculationf! which in- 
duced the calamitous circum.stiniccs of the World War have been 
rondorod infiin"loly remote, liiitijilod at Locarno on October IFitli, 
tho P.ncts have since been nitified by the parliaments of all the 
n.ntions concerned and forntally signed by their rcprcacntative.s. 
In England the voto was .175 to 1.1 and in Germany aOO to 174 in 
favour of ratification. Thus for the fir.sftime since the World 
War these two parliaments have voted solidly in tmi.son for nn 
international i.ssue. 

The principal pact signed as a result of the Conference and 
on which the question of peace or future war really depends, is 
tlio Ti-enty of IMutunl Guarantee between Great Britain, France, 
Belgium. Italy and Gormany. By this pact the ambiguity which 
existed in August .1014 regarding the alignment of tlio powers, 
can never again occur. Once and for all it is settled that if 
German troops sliould over conleniplate marching v/estward inter 
France or Belgium, lliese two nations may count on the imméd- 
iate assistance of Great. Britain and Italy. Had such a declaration 
;boen in existence in 1914. it is safe to «ly that Germany would 
j never have risked tlie combined strength of the four nation.?, 
j At that time her troops had already crossed into Belgium before 
ishe was certain that Great Britain would 1)C'. aligned against her. 
! But the Treaty goes even farthei- than this and compels ob- 
jservance of the Versailles stipulations regai-ding a demilitarized 
-•'.one along the Rln'ne frontiei-. Thus Germati5|is|;forbi(lden to a.s- 
semble any troops or to build any fortifications within thirty 
miles of the Rhine and failing to comply witli this, she incur.s the 
oppo.=;ition of the four great power.s above mentioned, who have 
solemnly guai-anteed the terms of tho Pact. This I's indeed mo- 
mentous; for it reduces a strij) of land, i^oaked reel with the blood 
of periodical struggles between Gaul and Teuton for over nine- 
teen hundred years following the w^thdrp.^\•al of .Julius Caesar, 
almost to a condition jjarallel with the frontier between tho 
United .States and Canada! The British troops occupying Cologne 
and French forces el.sewhero. are at present completing the ovac- 
juation of Germau territory and thus removing the last tajigible 
;cau.«e of unrest and discord in We.stern Kiirope. 

Tht; other treaties drawn up at the Conference are mainly 
concc-i jied with the ea.sterji frontier of Germany between Poland 
jand Czecho-Slovakia. The exact arrangement of these, while .still 
l-d matter of di.spute, i.s by guaranteed .agreement lo bo settled 
; by arbitration. 

Even a superficial glaiice at the Pacts convinces one that the 
ijjhrafif; 'a scrap of paper' cannot with ju.stice be levelled at them. 
jA treaty is only a 'scraj) of paper' whe)i its oljservance depend.s 
j solely on the good-will of the parties concerned who sign it. The 
I'lV'^aties of Locarno are not Hubject to be defied or observed by 
t/je nations concerned, but are giiiu-anteod by di.sinteresled parties 
in the same v/ay as a dollar bill whose value is not open to dispute 
Ijetv/een the buyej- and seller of an article, but remains fixed by 
virtue of the guarantee which tho govornniont pliicos upon it. 

Over all ihuaa agreeine/its there hovers the guiding hand of 
the J>eague of Nations, as the final judge in cases of arbitratiqu 
and a.s the Assembly into which Germany must «uter in order 
that tile J^acts may become valid. For hy Article 10 of the Treaty 
of Mutual Guarantee v/hich Germany signed and ratified, there 
i.s tlie virtual a.^.suj-ance of her entry into the Lenguo, at which 
time the terms of the Trentjes will come into power. 

In passing, the fact miglit be mentionefl as not a lilt le as- 
tojiisliinj/ and decidedly aignfffcanfc that tlio ISuropean Powers 
liave concluded a far-reaching agreement of peace without the 
help or advice of the United States. No vestige of an Anjerican 
representative was seen at the Conference. Hitherto auoh a one 
was c/)n8i.deru^, almost indispensable, in ortler lo plawite the 
various disputants and smooth out the ripples of discord. Thus 
we huve tlio happy sign that at least the continental nations have 
Khako)) hands in earnest and burkled down in all sincerity In the 
work of fabnciiting a constitution for that great ideal— the 
Unit/jd Slates of Europe, 

With the ontnuico of Germany, the league ceases lo be a 
League of AJiies wincli hypocrites have called it in the past. Moffi- 
ovcr Germany has proved by this act tJuit she prefers In join tho 
concert of )ia(,ions in jn omoling the i)rogre88 of manknuj rather 
than to grasp the extenfjed liiimi of UHsaiif in trampling upon the 
instituliions which mark iho only différence between the civili- 
zation of today ajid Ihal of prjmlliye man. Rtissin, which at the 
opening of the Woi-ld War was regarded as the great .steam- 
roller capable of crushing'tbe invading hordes, until in 1017 its 
rollers rolled away and its steam evaporated, has gradually 
slipped farther apd faj-thci- aw.iy from the light of advancement 
in(.o the da^-k reces.sen oJ aiiarciiical ignorance. Germany chose 
well, thougl) stj-apgely enough (he hand that is leading her up the 
avenues of peace is the .same mailed fist that led her armies into 
v/ar. Truly, Von HjndiL'nbiirg jeveals hijiiself as a man of many 
parLs. ' 

Only the Brifisii Domiiiioii.s romain lo be considered, for 
their accejjlance of the Pact.s it; not incliidecj with the Bjgpflture 
of Great Britain, but rests in the hands pf the' Go jq^^^^^ 
ac'lvcs. Their governmonia will acquiesce or not, apcor^jrtg|PW^ 
different view points w),ich m m^^^ mé^àm'^^^ 
rclatjops.

'riiei'u wa.s no real provision for a lahorntory. I»ut tho. .«sec- 
tion now iLsetl a.s a «toro room. ,iuHt in front of the Kirl.s r(!.st 
room ill Iho ca.^l part, wa.s etpiippcd witli tables and test tubes. 
About eiglit people could work in it at a time. This, with the 
addition of a tank sunk in the desk of room 5, which may .still 
he .seen, wa.s tlu; chemistry department. 

Oiic'.s attention is drawn to .the way in which women first 
hesitatingly 'approaehctl the awful^portals of the house of leani- 
ng. At rii'.st, of course aeriarate classes were held for men and 
women. A iiian could not po.ssibly attend to lii.s .studie.-î whon 
a swGol younKT interloper was demurely .seated acro.ss the aisle' 
So tlio professors had to give repeat lectures lo the youny ladies 
when they assembled in the eastern part of I he building, in 
those day.s, fountain pens were of cours'j unknown, and the 
young ladie? used to cany ink-wells about with them 
Uiiforlu.iatcly the.sc ink-wells had a rc-narkahic iMooen.sitv for 
spilling, very often over the front of their dres.ses. Then' they 
would bethink themselves of the laboratory at the foot of the 
stairs, and down they would troop, and a.sk tlic lal) people to 
remove the stains. In a humble kneeling posture the unfor- 
tunate laboratory people would attempt the sometimes vain ta.sk 
of removing the ink-well stains— without, at the same time, 
removing the colour from the dress. 

Striking though the changes .in the east wing have hcan, 
they are no more interesting than ^thc metamorpho.ses of the 
western section. The room now devoted to steel lockor.s anri 
i.obacco smoke- was the museum in the good old days when 
McGill's fossil.s could be contained within the hounds of a single 
room. Following the addition of Mol.son Mall in 186:', money was 
provided for the erection of the Redpath Museum, and the 
space left free by te removal of the collections was transform- 
ed into class-rooms lo take care of ]\rcGiir.s now growing 
needs. It was not till some time later that erection of other 
buiidiiig.s left this part free for its present purposes. 

When i\Iol.son Hall \\'as fii-.st erected. Mr. Jlol.sori never 
dreamed that it would ever provide quarters for freshrien, 
forced by unkind fate to march around on their toes in time to 
jHZ-i music. The present gymnasium wa.s once Convocation Hall, 
where many .young fledglings received their passports of ad-^ 
mission to the battles of an un-synipathotic world. The lower 
floor, now taken up by loc^kor rooms, .siiowcry, and offices, was 
then the library. It contained about four thou.sand volumes. The 
present overcrowded reading room of the library probably oc- 
cupies a good deal more .space than the whole space occupied 
b.y the library when it was in Mol.son Hall. 

^ Of McGill's pa.st shades, Walter Mol.son .seems lo have 
created qiiitn an impres.sl,on as a lively young spark. Professor 
hvans remarks that, he was much addicted to wrestling ami 
hor.scplay in the laboratbry, and frctmoiitly requiriid to be sat 
upon. Coming down the stairs one day, he and another .student 
had a .slight altercation, in which he pitclunl tho latter through 
the bannisters. To-day flu; ob.servant may .sec an iron strut just 
abovt; the ,|o„r It-ading (o the dean's office, marking the historic 
spot. .Stories like this are told whenever graduates meet the 
world over. 

AI the time we arc speaking of. when the smoking room 
wa.s .still the iiiii.seiiiii. and chemistry was taught in room 5, 
'"< "'-' niiiiiiiig hnrii that first gave I he property its name of 
' lîm ii.side," was still twisting ils way down the hillside, mark- 
ing a hiu^ on which lo-day .staiiil the iVew Medical, Hiological 
ICngiiKKM-iiig, Chemistry nnd IMiysics huildiiigs. A bandstaiul 
figured largely in tho foreground of the campus, whtire al one 
lime, many years before, a military baiul played regularly. 
Woiilfl that iht! founders, in the early days, wIumi the Arts biiikl- 
mg, with its litdc trickling stream stood facing tho future aloiio. 
could liavt! caiighl a vision of the future, when inassivvc grey 
Htojie Htriictiiroa should spring up lo carry on tho work which 
wa.s taxing its strength loo sorely lo carry on alone. 

May. we, with our present material po.sses8iona, catch a 
glijiipse of the earne.stnoss and devotion which once (luickoiied 
this 8trii4iirn— -now soon to lie of the past, and may the un- 
changed front of the new building prevent us from forgetting 
he aims and hopes of tlio3c=,^yhoyiayc^^go before.
